Citizenship Paper 
Not Compulsory 


By H. R. Hardy 

OTTAWA.— No Canadian - born 
person need obtain a certificate of 
citizenship unless he wishes. As a 
matter of fact, no one need obtain 
@ certificate of citizenship uniess 
he wishes 

The only person who will have 
to accept a certificate is the man 
who comes here and becomes a 
naturalized Canadian. Just as his 
naturalization papers used to be 
handed to him so, under the new 
act, his .citizenship papers will be 
handed to him when he meets the 
requirements of the act. And he 
will pay $5.00 

A birth certificate might not auto- 
matically prove Canadian citizen- 
ship. A man might be born in 
Canada and be abie to produce his 
birth certificate, but in the mean- 
while he might have become a nat- 
uralized citizen of another country 
The new citizenship certificate wil! 
carry more weight with authorities 
in foreign countries than a mere 
birth certificate 

For travelling to the United States 
@ birth certificate has and still will 
be a useful document and one which 
will be accepted as identification 
But passports wil! still be required 
for travel to other foreign countries 
The certificate of citizenship is 
something which stands above such

No Deal 


At a Toronto gathering of political friends, 
Premier George Drew said his Government will 
sign no agreement with the federal Government 
involving any ioss of provincial rights 

If this has any relation to current practical- 
ites it means that Mr. Drew has definitely made 
up his mind to refuse to lease Ontario's power 
to tax incomes and corporations and collect 
succession duties to the Dominion the pro- 
posed five year term. There are no other agree- 
ments under consideration to which his words 
gould apply, so far as publicly known 

It is of course the undisputed right of the 
Government of Ontario to so refuse But it is 
mot true to say that acceptance of the proposal

would involve any loss of a provincial right 
The taxing powers in question would not be 
transferred to the Dominon. They would only 


be loaned, for @ stated period, and at an agreed 
gate of rental. A landlord who rents a house to 
@ tenant does not lose the house 


Six of the provinces are megotiating such 
fleases of taxing powers to the Dominion. The 
progress of the negotiations has shown that 
Ottawa did not assume a “take it or leave it’ 


attitude on the question of what rent it sho 
pay. British Columbia, the latest comer, secur-

In the Epistle appointed 
Epiphany, St. Paul writes; 
| “Unto me, who am less than the least of the 
saints, is this grace given, that I should preach 
among the Gentiles the unsearchable riches of 
Christ.”

That is what St. Paul means by his refer- 
| ence to preaching “among the Gentiles”, For St. 
Paul was the first disciple of Christ te recognize

| the catholicity of our Lord’s descent to earth, 
| the fact that the Light of Light was intended to 


shine not on a chosen few, but on the entire 


| world 


It was this conception that made St. Paul 
so tireless in his efforts to establish churches 
everywhere. He travelled over almost all the 
known world, from Russia to Spain and in all 
parts of Asia Minor. 

He was not only convinced that all men be- 
longed to Christ but that, in bringing Christ to 
men, he was conferring upon them the great- 
est gift that could possibly be bestowed. That is 
why he refers to his ministry as preaching “the 
unsearchable riches of Christ.” 

And it was, indeed unsearchable riches that 
he brought to the peoples whom he visited, For 
the age of St. Paul was an age of hopelessness 


| and pessimism. People had ceased to believe in 


the pagan deities. And Paul brought into their 
lives a new sweetness and a new compassion, 
and above all his message gave life a new mean- 
ing. 

That latter, perhaps, is one of the most 
precious of the unsearchable riches of Christ. 

It is the great complaint of thoughtful peo- 
ple today that life has litthe meaning. Of what 
use it to accmulate wisdom or property or 
wealth to lose it all at death? 

Only Christ gave the anwer in those days. 
Only Christ gives the answer today. The only 
imperishable wisdom is the wisdom of the spirit, 
the only property that can be retained is the 
assets of the soul, the only enduring wealth is 
fellowship with the Saviour of the world

One new regulatic provides that 
the four-engined liner must be cap- 
able of full contro] in the worst 
condition of engine failure at take- 
off—a failure of two engines on one 
side. The danger is that the liner 
will swine away toward the two 
dead engines, causing an almost 
certain crash unless fin and rud- 
der contro] are powerful enough 
to maintain a straight course 

Regulations Met 

The certificate of airworthiness 
recently given the Tudor I was de- 
layed until this take-off, fully load- 
ed, had been demonstrated. To meet 
the new regulations—although the 
Tudor I had flown before they were 
enforced—the fin height was in- 
creased by 42 inches 

Tudor I aircraft now are being 
delivered to British Overseas Air- 
ways Corporation; crews are train- 
ing, and the planes will go into 
service between Preswick and Mon- 
treal next spring. 

This liner seats 24, and cruises 
up to 295 M.P.H. It is to be followed 
by the Tudor II, which is intended 
for British dominion routes, Tudor 
II will seat 38 and has large cargo 
holds with ample range for nonstop 
journeys up to 1,500 miles. Like 
the Tudor I, it uses the civil-type 
Merlin engine which has been fitted 
in the Canadian version of the DC-4 
and reputedly has raised its speed 
by 60 M.P.H.

High Power Potential 

Engine power should give Britain 
a special advantage in the next 
generation of airliners. The higher 
safety factor claimed for oil-burn- 
ing engines cannot yet be proved 
with full confidence. More important 
is the high power potential of the 
gas turbine. 

These new power plants should 
give easy running, being light and 
offering small frontal areas and ease 
of maintenance. But there is no 
present prospect of gas turbines 
for the lower power ranges. For 
charter and private aircraft, piston 
engines are likely to serve some 
years. 

One new engine of relatively low 
output 1s coming from the Nuffield 
combine—a 100 horsepower, flat- 
four engine. Cirrus is producing one 
of 180 H.P, and one of 300 H.P, Roy 
Fedden promises one of 185 H.P 
He was responsible for 20 years for 
the design of the Bristol radials. 
His lastest is small enough to be 
buried in a wing 

Added to the existing engines 
between 100 and 400 H.P,, these 
the smaller

At all times there was both ease 
and fluency in his playing. Yet 
there was present, as well, com- 
mendable restraint, and the es 
chewing of overstatement, This in® 
tensified the impressiveness of the 
performance as a whole, and at the 
same time proved as welcome as 
the preverbial flowers in spring. 

FASCINATING throughout was 
the delineation of the Bach-Busoni 
Toccata in C Major. Here there was 
a subtlety of tonal tinting, rythmic 
charm and keeness of imagination, 

Extraordinarily moving and im- 
pressive accounts were given of 
Mozart's Variations “Come un Ag- 
nello” and Ohopin’s Sonata in B 
Flat Minor, which includes the 
celebrated Funeral March. 

Ravel's Ondine, Debussy’s Etude 
“pour les huit doigts,” La Terrasse 
Des Audoences Du Clair De Lune 
and Feux D'Artifice were given 
with a vivid and delicately tinted 
touch, while Brahms’ Variations on 
a Theme of Paganini was an out- 
standing exhibition of virtuosity 
and beautifully controlled tone.

True Greatness 


“Not the blood of all the thousands,” it was once said, 
“can ennoble sots, or slaves, or cowards.” Tens of 
thousands of humble men sweated, toiled, and died in the 
days of Egypt's power that the might of her rulers 
might be known forever, But the fame of the pharaohs 
is dust today, and history sees in the great pyramids 
mere monuments to the colossal folly of human dynasts. 
A modern counterpart was the empire that Nazism 
sought to build upon a foundation of death, misery and 
degradation. 

The salutary lesson of experience is that men cannot 
be truly exalted or ennobled by human honors or tri- 
butes. Greatness in a man comes from the things inside 
him—from the virtues of courage fortitude, purity, 
and charity that may never win the acclaim of his 
fellows but which adorn him in the sight of God. The 
man who is fit to rank as lord of the earth is the man 
who seeks, in the words of St. John, “the glory which is 
from God alone.” 

Since greatness is only in the soul it follows that the 
standards of the world can never be the standards of 
God. If men would be measured by the yardstick of 
Christian perfection, they must seek the things that the 
world often despises, 

They must follow the teachings of sanctity, which 
leads to real greatness. They are the principles which 
have found expression in the lives of thousands of men 
and women whose fame and glory is eternal, while the 
pomp and splendor of the powerful of their time are van- 
ished and forgotten. Each man is born for greatness, 
but it is a Christian paradox that the highest pinnacles 
are reached by those who walk in the valleys of humility.
